The yegg* gained 
entrance 
by 
prying open a rear window. 
They 
carried In an acetylene burning out­ 
fit. ami burned hole* in two door* 
of the safe to open them. 
There waa no noise or disturbance 
of any kind to arouse any of the 
500 sleeping residents of the village. 
There is no night watchman or town 
marshal or guanj since only one oth­ 
er robbery has occurred In lx>n*dal > 
In the last year- and that was a mi 
nor one. 
No one saw an automobile or sus­ 
picious characters about the town. 
The bandits evidently used an auto­ 
mobile, however, for a considerable 
amount of pennies, nickels and dimes 
was discarded near where the high­ 
way crosses the Milwaukee railroad 
tracks, east of town.

found the coins there this morning. 
A farmer west of town reported 
being disturbed at night when his
